Atlanta mayoral candidate 
Peter Aman recently called a 
press conference to announce 
endorsements from four promi- 
nent women. He followed up a few 
days later with a television ad in 
which his wife, Lisa, does most of 
the talking. Then he announced 
another wave of endorsements 
flanked by 20 more women. 

Analysts suggest that turnout 
in Tuesday’s vote to succeed 
Atlanta Mayor Kasim Reed could 
be abysmally low. That means a 
seldom-mentioned sliver of the 
electorate - committed voters, the 
majority of whom are women - 
could play a significant role in 
electing the new mayor. 

“We know them by name and 
by address,” said Aman.

Deluge of accusations
